Seattle, March 2—Charles M. Lavey,
asnlatant’ to the president; ‘Thomas
Cooper, general manager: J. M, Hanna-
ford, vice-prasident and trafic man-
passenger agent; E. A Law, asaistant
ager; A. D. Charlton, asslutant geoeral
general superintendent, and 8. G. Ful-
ton, asslstant general passenger. agent,
make up a party of Northern Pacific
officlals which came to Beattle yester-
terday to look over the terminal fucll-
fties here nnd acquaint Mr. Levey wilh
the Northern Pacific’s local interesis
and the people of this clty. This
Mr., Levey's first trip over the prop.
ertles he will administer and the parfy
will apend another day or two visiting
different parts of the clty where rall
road work ls in progress,

There will not be time for the perty
to make & run over the line from Beat-
tle to the boundary nor will the parly
make a trip to Portland. The Bt Paul
offitials will return to thelr home
Thuraday and the Portland oficers of
the road will probably go south at the
same time. Mr. Levey will take chirge
of his Tacomn offices within u day or
two.

Back of a simple announcement made
yesterday by the party ls a promise for
the Inauguration of work on the néw
Union depot. The Northern Pacific will
begin, It was stated, within 30 dn.r',
on the work of erecting mew freight
sheds on the land newly filled in south
of King street.  These sheds wiil be
1000 feet in length and about fifty feet
In width. 'They are (o be used In the
place of the old freight sheds, 600 feet
long and 80 feet wide. As soon &a the
Northern Pacific completes this work
the Great Northern will erect its new
freight sheds and then the new union
passenger depot will be bullt.

Seatilo, March 2—Truffic officiala of
the Northern Pacific and Great North-
ern are inclined 1o belleve the Bpokang
hoyeott againat these two roads will
wear lisolf out In & short time.
